BRITISH, NOTE 


London, March 18. 

A White Paper was isued this 
evening containing tho text of 
British Note to Germany which 
was in tho following terms: 
‘“Hig Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom feel bound to 
convey to the German their protest 
against the announcemen made by 
Ahe latter —on—March.-16-of-.-tho 
decision to adopt conscription and 
to increase the peace basis of the 
German Army to thirty-six divi- 
sions. Following upon the an- 
nouncement of the German Air 
Force, such declaration: is a 
further éxample of ‘unilateral 
action, which, apart from an issue 
of principle, is calculated serious- 
ly to Increase uneasiness In 
Kurope. 

“The proposal for an Anglo- 
German mecting arose out of the 
terms’ of the Anglo-French com- 
munique of February 3. and- the 
German reply of February 14, 
supplemented by further com- 
munications between His Majesty's 
Government and. ithe German 
Government. ; 


’ “His Majesty’s Government con-| ° 


sider it necessary to. call the 
apecifie attention of the German 
Government-to the effect of those 
documents. The London com- 
munique* of February 3, while 
noting that armaments limited by 
treaty could not-be modified by 
unilateral action, declared that the 
British’ and French Governments 
favoured.a general setthment free- 
ly negotiated between’ Germany 
and other Powers, which would 
make proyisions for the ‘organisa- 
tion “of security In Europe ‘on 
lines therein indicated. and: would 
simultaneously establish agree- 
ments about armaments, . which, 
in ‘the caso of Germany would 
replaco tho relevant provisions 
of part Five of the Treaty 
of Versailics.

venture -to predict the exact time 
when -our currency will be de- 
valued, but 1 know this will be done. 
-It is: impossible to say whether the 
france will bo devalued voluntarily 
or whether France will’ be forced 
off the gold standard. I am in- 
clined to believe the Intter will be 
the tase when sufficient pressure Is 
brought on the authorities by the 
mass of peasants and merchants, 
who are dally becoming better 
educated in the real} meaning of 
devaluation.” 


Asked whether the terror of in- 
flation’ felt by Frenchmen, remem- 
bering the collapse of the frane in 
1926, would not be too dificult far 
partisans of inflation to overcome, 
M. Patenotre replicd: ‘Not when 
they understaund devaluation, as 
they are rapidly beginning to do. 
They will learn that devaluation not 
only Is not the same thing as in- 
fntion, but is the beat way to avoid 
it. They will ‘learn that the 
‘rentiors? will not suffer, because 
after the re-adjustment. they will 
find that their purchasing {s the 
same us it was before Amerien and 
Rogland abandoned the — gold 
standard.” 


“What we want in France is not 
inflated currency but an honest 
franc. The frane was brought 
‘down to the value of four cents in 


1926, but no longer represents this. 


value, being worth now ‘between 
seven and eight cents. 

"We need devaluation to avoid 
deflation. We would be correcting 
a rise, where when the franc fell 


in 1926 a simple loss was being:

French financial authorities, but 
merely as step in an important 
readjustment of the country’s 
economic structure. The most im- 
portant immediate alm along with 
devaluation, in his opinion, is the 
loosening of credit. To achicve 
this he urges reorganisation of the 
Bank of France, placing -{t under 
the Government, “so that large 
amounts of credit now unavailable 
because of the Bank's conservative 
policies will be released. 

He urges liberal use of credit 
for carrying out a public works 
programme that would be useful 
and at the same time stimulate 
trade in general, and he would use 
money freed by - more liberal 
credit for such things as adjusting 
and stabilising the wheat market. 

Asked if the recent change in 
the directorship of the Bank of 
Franco and the raising of the limit 
on Treasury Bonds from 10,000,- 
000,000 to 15,000,000,000 franca 
was not a step in the direction of 
liberalising credit, M. Patenotre 
sald; “This was done to obtain 
credit for the Government. What 
is needed is credit for business.” 

Therefore, in his opinion, tho 
change made in the Bank's policies 
will not have a beneficial effect on

CURD CAKES 


Curp cheere-enkes were popular 

delicacies (on country tea 
tables some yeirs ago. Now, when 
we are being urged to take more 
milk, is a good opportunity to re- 
vive them. Few things in the cake 
way are more delicious, 

The curds must be prepared on 
the day before Wt is devided to make 
the enkes. Warm three pints of 
milk ¢o blood-heat, as for making 
junket, then add three teaspoonfuls 
of essence of rennet. Set the bowl 
aside in a coo! place until the curds 
are set, then place a colander over 
a basin and line the inside of the 
colander with a piece of fine mus- 
lin. Tip the curds into this, and 
sather up the ends so as to make 
a tight ball of the curds. Leave 
them for ‘24 hours, by which time 
most of the. whey should bave 
drained itself into the basin. .\ keep 
this liquid, because it will be use- 
ful. for dipping the muslin into to 
remove the flakes of curd which are 
apt to cling if the muslin is put 
straightaway into hot water. 

Meanwhile empty the curds into 
a mixing bowl, add one teacupful 
of sugar, half a tencupful each of 
currants and sultnnas, a small 
quantity of peel (if liked), a small 
tenspoonful of salt, and one beaten 
egg. ‘Whip the mixture well with 
a fork and line two sandwich tins 
with short-crust pastry. Fill them 
with the curd mixture and bake the 

jcakes in. a hot oven for about half 
an hour.

FUTURE OF TELEVISION 


‘The impending Issue of the tele- 
vision report has encouraged somo 
optimists to expect that in the near 
future a definite step will be made 
towards providing pictorial wire- 
Iess broadcasts for all and sundry 
on & much more ambitious scale 
than hitherto. One expert utters 
the warning that hopes should not 
be pitche? too high. We.need not 
expect auything very definite to 
happen in this direction, he says, 
for, another two years at lenst. 
Though a good deal of technical 
progress has been made, the difi- 
culty lies in the transmission. If 
there ‘were unlimited wave-longtha 
available, the progress of this as 
of other aspects of broadcasting 
would probably be-much.more satis- 
factory. But there does not seem 
té be nearly enough room in the 
ether for all the uses to which ‘the 
world seeks to put it. It is easy 
to imagine the wild confusion ‘that 
would take place if the development 
of televiston were to be nccom- 
panied by the-jamming and hetero- 
dyning that has in recent years 
marked ordinary broadcasting, 
with the nations erecting larger 
and __ still -_larger-—- transmitting: 
stations in the hope of shouting 
one ‘another down.

THE POTENT BUNGALOW

Bungalows and ‘concerts do not 
at first glance appear to have any. 
connection. But they have, and 
much to the detriment of the con- 
certs.

CURD CAKES 


Cure cheese-cnkes were popular 
' deliencies on ‘country  tea- 
tables some years ago. Now, when 
we are being urged to take more 
milk, is a good opportunity to re- 
vive them. ‘Few things fn the enke 
way are more delicious. 


The curds must be prepared on 
the day before it is decided to make 
the cakes, Warm three pints of 
milk to blood-heat, as for. making 
junket, then add three teaspoonfuls 
of essence of rennet. _ Set the bowl 
aside in a cool place until the curds 
are sect, then place a colander over 
a.basin.and line the inside of. the 
colander with a picce of fine mus- 
lin. Tip the curds into. this, and 
‘gather up the ends 4o aa to make 
a tight ball of the curds. Leave 
them for 24 hours, by which time 
most.of the whey ‘should -have 
drained itself into the’basin. Keep 
this liquid, because ituwill be use- 
ful for dipping the-musiin*into to 
remove the flakes of curt! which are 
apt to cling if the muslin {s put 
straightaway into hot-water. 

Meanwhile. empty the curds lito 
a mixing bowl, add one teacupful 
of sugar, half a teacupful cach of 
currants and sultanas, a small 
quantity of peel (if liked), a small 
teaspoonful of salt, and one beaten 
egg. Whip the mixture well with 
a fork and line two sandwich tins 
with short-crust pastry. Fill them 
iwith the curd mixture and bake the 
cakes in a hot oven for about half 
an hour. They should’ be golden

Following. upon ‘tha an- 
nouncement of tho Gorman Air 
Force, such - declaration is a 
further examplo' of unilateral 
action, which, apart from an issue 
of principle, ig calculated, serious- 
ly to incroaso uneasiness in 
Europe. 

“The proposal for an Anglo- 
German mecting arose out of the 
terms of the Anglo-French com- 
‘munique of February 3, and the 
German reply of February 14, 
supplemented by’ further « com- 
munications between His Majesty’ 
Government and the German 
Government. : . 
‘ “His Majesty’s Government con- 
sider it: necessary to call tho 
specific attention of the German 
Government to the effect of those 
documents. Tho London com. 
muniquo of February 3, while 
noting that armaments limited by. 
troaty could not be modificd by 
unilateral action, declared that the 
British and French Governmente 
favoured a general settlement free- 
ly negotiated between Germany 
and other Powers, which would 
make provisions for the organisa-

lines therein indicated, and would 
simultaneously. establish agree- 
monts about armaments, which, 
in tho caso of Germany would 
repiInce the ‘relevant provisions 
of part Five of the ‘Tronty 
of Versailles, The communique 
went on to stato that it would ba 
Part of a general settlement in 
which, {t contemplated, .Germany 
would resumo her active member- 
ship of the League of Natlons, 
and proceeded to sketch out the 
terms of an Air Pact between the 
Locarno Powors’ to operate as 
a deterrent to aggression ond to 
ensure immunity from sudden at- 
tacks from the air.
